Hungarian Reds Lose

double-barreled action today cut off a $15,000>000 credit to 
Hungary's new pro-Communist regime and promised further aid 
to Italy's non-Communist government. 


Secretary of State Marshall an- 


nounced that "pending clarification" 
of the past week's events in Hun- 
gary which led to the ouster of Pre- 
mier Ferenc Nagy, the remaining 
half of an original $30,000,000 credit 
to Hungary for purchase of Ameri- 
can surplus property has been sus- 
pended. 
By contrast, Marshall in a state- 


ment wished "every success" to the 
newly-reorganized Italian govern- 
ment of Premier Alcide de Gasperi 
and added: 


"We shall continue to give aid 


to the Italian people who have 
demonstrated their sincere and 
abiding faith in democratic 
processes for the preservation 
of their individual liberties and 
basic human rights."

SENATE FAVORS 
REVENUE BUREAU 


Appropriations Measure - 
Earmarked 25 Million 
To Seek Tax Evaders 


'WASHINGTON, June 2 (&)—The 


Senate today passed an appropria- 
tion bill for the Treasury and Post 
Office departments carrying $40,- 
994,423 more than the House voted. 


An additional $1,500,000 was pro- 


vided for the Customs bureau after 
protests that the House reductions 
would force the dismissal of border 
guards. 


The biggest increase over the 


House figure, however, was $25,- 
090,000 more for the Internal 
Revenue bureau to carry on its 
hmnt for income tax evaders. 


Another big increase was $12,- 


500,000 extra for the Coast Guard 
to maintain air and ocean navi- 
gation aids. 


The bill, passed by the Senate 


on a voice vote, carries $3,243,045,- 
173 to run the Treasury and Post 
Office departments for the fiscal 
year starting July 1, plus about 
$9,000,000,000 for fixed Treasury 
charges such as interest on the 
public debt. 


Its total is $856,000,000 below 


President Truman's estimates and 
about $1,025,000,000 less than the 
two departments had this year. 


This was the second of the big 


annual appropriation bills to be 
passed-by the Senate so far. The 
other was for the Labor depart- 
ment and Federal Security agency, 
which now is before a Senate- 
House conference committee. The 
Treasury-Post Office bill also must 


pect the margin there to be enough 
to overcome a veto. (A two-thirds 
vote of both Houses is required). 


Next it will go to President 


Truman, who already has said 
that this is not the time for tax 
reduction, that any Treasury 
surplus should go instead for 
debt reduction. 


His action, in signing or veto- 


ing the bill, probably will determine 
whether the tax cuts take effect 
July 1, as the measure provides, or 
whether the whole matter goes over 
to 1948, a year of the presidential 
election. Either way, the issue is 
certain to figure prominently in the 
campaign. 


The House roll call vote on final 


adoption of the version worked out 
by a Senate-House conference com- 
mittee found 183 Republicans and 
37 Democrats for the bill; 97 Demo- 
crats and Reps. Hull (R-Wis.) and 
MarcantonioC AL N.Y.) against it. 


Thus, more than 68 percent of 


those voting approved the bill. Ma- 
jority of 66 2/3 percent of those 
voting would be needed to over- 
ride a veto. 


When the tax bill was passed by 


the House originally on March 27 
the vot» was 273 to 137. The "yes" 
votes constituted about 66 percent 
of the total. On that test, the 
party breakdown showed 233 Re- 
publicans and 40 Democrats for it; 
133 Democrats, three Republicans 
and Marcantonio against it. 


The House originally had 


voted to make the tax cuts 
retroactive to the past Jan. 1. 
But the Senate voted fo start 
them July 1, and this was the 
date finally agreed upon. The 
final version also made slight 
'changes in the rates of the re- 
daction a* compared to the 
original House measure.

but for it today, explained in a 
statement that tax reduction is

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Senate Body to Probe Air Crashes 


WASHINGTON. June 2 WP) — Re- 


newal ol a Senate investigation 
Into air safety was ordered today 
even as Chairman James M. Landis 
of the Civil Aeronautics board re- 
ported A "structural failure" in the 
Eastern Airlines plane which car- 
ried 53 persons to death at Port 
Deposit, Md., the past Friday. 


Landis told a news conference 


that the failure occurred in the 
EAL ship's tail assembly. He did 
not rule out the possibility of other 
factors behind the crash, however. 


The CAB chairman said evidence 


thus far shows that the big sky- 
liner was in level flight at 4000 
feet, then went into a dive and 
finally crashed m an . inverted or 
upside down position. 


In the House, Representative Ross 


(R-NY) demanded a "gloves off" 
investigation of the past week's two 
major air crashes within 24 hours 


the destruction of a United Air 


Lines ship Thursday at LaGuardia 
field, New York, with a toll of 42 
dead, and the Maryland disaster 
Friday. 


Ross termed the crashes "in- 


excusable." am' without elab- 
orating- he declared that the 
CAB and the Civil Aeronautics 
administration were guilty of 
"gross negligence" and "derelic- 
tion of duty."

POPE DECLARES 
WORLD LEADERS 
FAIL IN PEACE 


Pontiff Believes Events 
In 1947 to Set Course 
For Future Generations 


By JOHN P. MCKNIGHT 


VATICAN CITY, June 2 (/n — 


Pope Pius XII warned the major 
powers of the world today that the 
remaining months of 1947—a vear 
that "future generations will either 
bless or curse"—might be their "last 
opportunity" to chart an enduring 
peace. 


In his hardest-hitting speech in 


years, the Pontiff declared that the 
world had failed humiliatingly thus 
far in 1947 to solve its war-born 
)roblems. 


"The wounds caused by the war 


have not yet been healed," the 
slender, 71-year-old Pope said. "In- 
deed, some of them have rather been 
deepened and inflamed." 


The Pontiff asserted that the 


verdict of history would hinge 
on "events and discussions" dur- 
ing the balance of the year, and 
urged "rulers of the states not to 
let slip this opportunity." 


"It may be — God forbid — the 


.ast opportunity," he added. 


The Pope delivered his 30-minute 


address, which was broadcast by the 
Vatican radio, from his red-and-gold 
private library on the occasion of his 
Saint's day, St. Eugene. Seventeen 
members of the college of cardinals 
were present. 


Immediately prior to the talk, he 


received the customary felicitations 
of the princes of the*" church from 
their gnarled, 96-year-old dean, 
Gennaro Cardinal Granito Pigna- 
elli de Belmonter 
In an apparent reference to the 


failure of the major powers to con- 
clude a peace, the Pope declared: 


"In seeing fruitless conferences 


succeeding one another and the se- 
ries of interrupted or postponed dis- 
cussions being prolonged, the peoples, 
bitterly deluded in their desire for 
order, peace and reconstruction, are 
coming to lose hope and patience. 


"It is not our intention to make 


accusations. 
We have before our 


eyes a higher purpose than to pass 
judgment on what has been done. 
We wish Jo forestall now any greater 
evils in the near and distant future."

The Four Plane Crashes 
P 


UR major air disasters within 24 hours, 
which took at least 157 lives, bear out an 


old newspaper man's adage that major acci- 
dents often occur in series. But the sudden 
piling up of tragedy causes the public to 
forget the year-long record of air safety and 
the constant attempts to improve it. 


Within the last six months, general con- 


cern over air crashes has hit the airlines 
hard, even as they were forced to increase 
fares by 10 percent to meet larger operating 
costs. Both branches of Congress have been 
investigating 
and 
the 
Civil 
Aeronautics 


Authority is reviewing the whole field of air 
safety. 


The problem is not simple. For instance, 


advocates of railroad safety are able to con- 
centrate on demands for radio, automatic 
train control and a few other devices. In 
aviation, the Government is sponsoring use 
of new landing and take-off devices, which 
will decrease the bulk of air accidents, but 
•will -not touch on crashes occurring after 
flight is well under way. 


Gen. H, H. Arnold, former Air Forces 


commander, once stated that much of the 
blame should be put on untrained personnel 
"in both maintenance and operation." This 
charge is not easily made against the air- 
lines. In any event, the Government con- 
ducts a continuing study of crashes and tries 
to weed out both human and mechanical 
failures. 
. 
Actually, travel on scheduled domestic air- 


lines in 1946 was about 29 times as safe as in 
1930, in terms of fatalities for passenger miles 
flown. The number of fatal accidents haj 
not increased. 
But since today's airliners 


have huge seating capacities, the number of 
dead has increased. 


Such statistics, cannot lead to much com- 


placency, either on the part of the airlines 
or the Government. But air safety is a long- 
range problem in a booming industry. The 
dariger is that a rash of accidents might cost 
public confidence just when America has 
seized the opportunity to be first in flight.

Mayor James M. Curley, of Boston, 
lost his appeal to the Supreme 
court today from a mail fiaud con- 
viction. 


The court re- 


fused to consider 
it and thus left 
in effect the con- 
viction and sen- 
tence of six to 18 
months in j a i l 
and $1000 f i n e 
against the 72- 
year-old political 
figure. 


Curley, serving 


his fourth term as 
mayor, comment- 
ed in Boston that 
"the m a t t e r is 
entirely in the 
hands of my at- 
Mayor Curley 


torneys and I will 
be guided by their judgment." They 
have 25 days to ask the Supreme 
court to reconsider, but it seldom 
does. 


Curley has indicated he has no 


Intention 
of resigning 
aficT~~city 


counseT have ruled that he coul* 
continue as mayor even if forced 
to serve his jail term. 


The court announced its rejec- 


tion of the appeal in a brief order 
which gave no reasons. It noted 
that Justice Murphy disagreed with 
the action. 


Also left In effect by the Su- 


preme court's ruling was a sen- 


tence of four to 12 months and 
$1000 fine riven Donald Wake- 
field Smith, co-defendant with 
Curley in the case which grew 
out of Engineer's Inc., of Wash- 
ington. 
Smith 
is * former 


member of the National Labor 
Relations board. 
A third de- 


fendant, James G. Fuller, who 
drew jail terms aggregating 1C 
months to four years, did not 
ask for a Supreme court review. 


The Government charged that 


Engineers' group made about $60,- 
000" through fali.e ^presentations 
that it could obtain war contracts 
for clients. 


Curley's petition for a review de- 


nied that he had any connection 
with or knowledge of any misrep- 
resentations 
made in Engineer's 


group operations. He named Fuller 
as the "spearhead" of all activities. 


The Government charged that 


Curley, president of the firm helped 
to "steer" prospective customers to 
Washington.

Frances Perkins Speaks 


On 'Juvenile Crime' 


At National Convention 


CHICAGO. June 2 OP)—Frances 


Perkins, former Secretary of Labor, 
told an audience of parents and 
teachers tonight "That the out- 
standing problem is juvenile de- 
linquency." 


In an address prepared for the 


Golden Jubilee Convention of the 
National Congress of Parents and 
Teachers, Miss Perkins, now a mem- 
ber of the U. S. Civil Service Com- 
mission, declared that ''Society needs 
a pattern of order as never before," 
she continued. "And the pattern or 
order must begin at home with each 
individual. 


"This may be a hard saying, but 


adults today are often so undis- 
ciplined themselves, and strive so 
vigorously to do what they want 
to do at a given moment, that it is 
hardly to be wondered at that the 
younger generation believes such 
conduct, on the basis of observa- 
tion, to be a motivating force of 
life. 


"Duty is a hard word and so is 


sin. These are words that are barely 
heard today, either in school or in 
the home. Perhaps we had better 
revive them." 


Miss Perkins suggested that in 


addition to higher salaries, teachers 
be given special incentives to fol- 
low their profession. 


"The 
community 
must reward 


them in other ways ihan merely a 
trade wage." She asserted. 


"Perhaps that will never be ade- 


quate. But, at least, the teacher 
could be rewarded by public recogni- 
tion, by social standing, by prestige, 
by certain privileges which the com- 
munity gives gladly to those to 
whom it would honor.
